necessary in an army stucken -with 
the terrible evils of disorganization 
and insubordination.

Korniloff said, soldiers 
had killed 


four regimental commanders and oth- 
er officers and ceased these outrages 
only when thej 
were 
threatened 


with being shot. 
Quite recently one 


of the regiments of Siberian rifles, 
which had fought so splendidly at 
tne beginning of the revolution aban- 
doned its position on the Riga front. 
Nothing except an order to extermin- 
ate the entire regiment availed 
to 


cause it to return to its positions. 


''Thus we are implacably fighting 


anarchy in the army." the comman- 
der continued. "Undoubtedly it will 
be repressed by the danger of fresh 
debacles is weighing constantly 
on 


the contrary. 


"The situation on the front is bad. 


"We have lost the whole of Galicia. 
the whole of Bukowina and all the 
fruits of our recent victories. At sev- 
eral points the enemy has crossed our 
frontier and Is threatening our fer- 
tile southern provinces. 
He is en- 


deavoring to destroy the Rumanian 
army and is knocking at the gates of 
Riga. If our army does not hold the 
shore of the Gulf of Riga the road 
co Petrograd will be opened wide. 


"The old regime 
bequeathed -to 


Russia an army which despite all the 
defects of its organization neverthe- 
less was animated by a fighting spirit 
and was ready for sacrifices. -The 
whole series of measures taken by 
those who are_ completely foreign to 
the spirit and needs of the army has 
transformed it into a Collection of in- 
dividual groups which have lost all 
sense of duty and only tremble for 
their own personal safety. 


"If Russia wishes to be saved the 


army must be regenerated at any 
cost 
We must immediately 
take 


measures such as I have referred to. 
winch have been approved in their 
entirety by the acting minister of 
war " 


General Korniloff then 
outlined 


the most important of these measures 
in addition to restoration 
of 
the 


death penalty, which are: 


First: Restoration of discipline in 


the army by the strengthening of the 
authority of officers and 
non-com- 


missioned officers;v 


Second: Improvement of the finan- 


cial position of officers who have been 
in a very difficult position in the re- 
cent military operations; 
* 


Third: Restriction of the functions 


of regimental committees which al- 
fhough managing economic affairs of 
the regiments, must not be permitted 
to have any part m decisions regard- 
ing military operations or the 
ap- 


pointment of leaders.' 


"The strength of every army de- 


pends upon conditions in the district 
in its rear." General Korniloff con- 
tinued. 
The blood which will inev- 


itably flow during the restoration pe- 
riod may be shed in vain if the army 
having been reorganized and pre- 
pared for battle, remains without re- 
inforcements and fresh supplies of 
projectiles and equipments. I there- 
fore think it indispensable that th° 
measures taken at the_lront should 
also be applied in the rear." 


The commander went on to say 


that according to information at his 
disposal the condition of the rail- 
ways was such that by November 
(he army would not 
receive 
any 


more supplies. 
In support 
of

stateincnt he quoted a telepram fro.n 
the commander in 
chief 
of 
the 


southwestern front saying that Jhc 
shortage of bread and biscuit on this 
front amounted almost to famine. 
General Kornsloff then read figures 
relating to -the production of war 
materials which he saiif decreased 
compared with the period from Oct.

The interest taken in The Advocate 


service medals by ,the Newark and 
Licking county soldiers and sailors 
and b\ the public surpasses all expec- 
tations. 
! 
In proposing to raise a fund 
by 


small popular subscriptions a 
few 


weeks ago for the purpose of pre- 
senting to each Licking county man 
entering the government service an 
engraved bronze medal, this news- 
paper believed it was performing a 
real service but we are frank in say- 
ing .that we had no idea that the 
suggestion would prove to be so pop- 
ular. 


When the proposal was made, the 


selective conscription law had 
not 


been enacted and only a few men in 
this locality had volunteered for serv- 
ice. With nothing upon which to base 
a prediction, an order for 400 med- 
als was given to ,the factory. This 
number Jhas proved to be too small 
and an order for 200 more medals 
will go forward this week. 


As rapidly-as possible the medals 


are being engraved and forwarded 
by mail. 
With each medal is sent a 


personal letter and a printed list of 
nearly 1400 names of contributors 
to the fund. Every day The Advo- 
cate receives names and addresses of 
Licking county men who are in the 
service, some of 
them 
being 
in 


France, others in California, in Ari- 
zona on board the battleships or in 
the several cantonments or training 
camps. 
As the names are 
verified 


the medals are engraved and 
for- 


warded. This involves no little cleri- 
cal "work but no charge against the 
medal fund is made for the service.

No \»'getublo 
is easier to- keep than cabbage and 
it should be kept to as great an ex- 
tent as possible. 


The heads of cabbage 
may 
be 


kept in banks in the same manner as 
potatoes or beets. 
The heads may 


also be stored in cellars by placing 
them on shelves. 
It is not advisable 


to store cabbage in the basement or 
the storage room in the cellar, as the 
odor is liable to penetrate through- 
out the house. 
Cabbage may also be 


kept in special banks or pits. A com- 
mon form of bank used for cabbage 
storage is made by pulling the plants, 
roots and all. and placing them in a 
long pile with the heads down. 
The 


v.'hoie is covered with dirt 
in 
the 


same way as the other storage pits. 


Another very satisfactory method 


of storing cabbage is 
to 
pull 
the 


plants, roots and all. and set them 
side by side in shallow trenches until 
a bed of six or eight feet wide and 
any length is farmed. 
This is en- 


closed by a row of stakes, or by a 
plank or pole frame, banked on the 
outside with dirt and supports laid 
across the top. and the whole cov- 
ered with straw, fodder or other ma- 
terial.
